Some Republican leaders and 
others who have followed the 
course of Philippihe independ­ 
ence, were inclined to believe 
th a t Mr. Hoover would not sig n 
thé measure. Among his advis­ 
es, Secretary Hurley has been 
most outspoken in opposition to 
freedom at this time. 
Hurley made a trip to the is­ 
lands a y ear ag o and reported 
his finding s to the 
president. 
After hearing them, Mr. Hoover 
told newspapermen: 
“Independence tomorrow w ith­ 
out assured economic stability 
would result in the collapse of

Davis’ car, a model T Ford, was 
practically demolished while the 
am bulance was badly damag ed 
on both sides.

A NEW DOLLAR? 
When Dr. John Pease Norton, economist, told 
the American Association for the Adv ancement 
of Science that a new “electric dollar” shou ld 
be adop ted in p lace of the cu rrent gold-base 
cu rrency , he simp ly offered u s one more remind­ 
er that ou r monetary sy stem is abou t as far from 
being u p to date as any featu re of modern civ ­ 
ilization cou ld be. 
Making gold the one irrep laceable standard 
of v alu e throu ghou t the world continu es a cu s­ 
tom that began in the v ery dawn of civ ilization. 
In those incredibly distant day s before writ­ 
ten records were kep t, gold was v alu able chiefly 
becau se it was a highly decorativ e metal that 
cou ld easily be worked into p leasing ornaments. 
Kings, nobles, tribal chiefs and p riests alway s 
wanted it for p ersonal and hou sehold adorn­ 
ment; the man who had some nev er had any 
trou ble in ex changing it for any thing he might 
want. 
As a u nit of ex change, gold had this adv an­ 
tage; wars might rage, kingdoms might fall, p es­ 
tilences migh dev astate cities, bu t gold was al­ 
way s a du ctible, du ll-glowing metal with which 
any jeweler cou ld make beau tifu l articles. Con­ 
sequ ently , it kep t its v alu e throu gh whatev er u p ­ 
heav al society might su ffer. 
We hav e trav eled a long way since then, how­ 
ev er. Gold today isn’t v alu able becau se of those 
p rop erties. Not one-thou sandth of the gold that 
is mined ev er finds its way to a goldsmith’s, or 
ev er will. No man, treasu ring a $20 gold p iece 
in his p ocket, ev er reflects that if worse comes 
to worst he can alway s hav e the gold made into 
a neat p air of earrings and ex change them for 
food with the nearest major general. 
Yet gold is still the base of ou r cu rrency ; and 
becau se it flu ctu ates in v alu e ju st as any other 
commodity docs, we get times like the p resent 
when ou r money sy stem simp ly refu ses to work 
the way it shou ld. 
This “electric dollar” of Dr. Norton’s is at least 
a scheme that wou ld bring ou r cu rrency u p to 
date. We wou ld no longer finance a scientific 
age with money left ov er from the early bronze 
age. This p articu lar p rop osal may not, of cou rse, 
be the one we want; bu t su ggestions of this kind 
deserv e a good deal of seriou s consideration. 


NEW TRICKS FOR SEA DOGS 
Those recent news stories telling how the 
American nav y has been holding ex tensiv e 
maneu v ers in the Pacific wou ld p robably hav e 
been a lot more interesting to the av erage citi­ 
zen if he had any clear idea ju st what nav al 
maneu v ers are like and why they are so imp or­ 
tant. 
Of cou rse, ev en the most confirmed landlu bber 
knows that target p ractice, gu n drill and so on 
are necessary . Bu t the tru e inwardness of nav al 
tactics in the larger sense is something that 
doesn’t often get ex p lained, and that is too bad; 
for it makes an interesting story . 
In all ordinary nav al engagements a fleet mu st 
act and fight as a u nit. The op en sea drill of 
a grou p of warship s is not u nlike the drill of a 
p latoon of infantry , and it is necessary for the 
same reason that the infantry drill is necessary . 
The battle of Ju tland in the World war giv es 
a fine ex amp le of the fru its of su ccessfu l drilling. 
Twice in that battle the German high seas 
fleet fou nd itself heading directly into a death 
trap ; a situ ation in which all the gu ns of the 
British fleet wou ld bear on the foremost Ger­ 
man squ adrons and in which the German squ ad­ 
rons at the rear wou ld be u nable to come to the 
rescu e u ntil it was too late. There was nothing 
for the Germans to do bu t cu rt and ru n for it; 
bu t the ordinary method of maneu v ering by 
squ adrons wou ld take too long, and before the 
fleet cou ld be brou ght ou t of danger the disaster 
wou ld hap p en. 
Then the long weeks of maneu v ering p aid big 
div idends. 
Ov er and ov er the Germans had 
p racticed a mov e by which each ship , inde­ 
p endently , swu ng abou t in a half-circle to form 
a new line headed in the op p osite direction. It 
was an “imp ossible” bit of tactics; ex p erts in 
other nav ies had heard of it, had said it cou ldn’t 
be done. 
Bu t at Ju tland the Germans did it — did it 
twice, and sav ed their fleet from what had 
looked like certain destru ction. 
Ou t on the Pacific the American warship s hav e 
been p lodding throu gh weeks of hard, tiresome 
drilling. The general p u blic hardly hears of it 
and doesn’t u nderstand it; bu t it is ju st su ch 
work that changes a collection of ship s into a 
u nified fleet, ready for any chance that fate may 
bring to it.

New York—Visitors to China­ 
town who stop to think at all 
abou t what they see and don’t 
see alway s ask the same qu es­ 
tion: 
-Aren’t there any women down 
here?” 
There are v ery few Chinese 
women in Chinatown. A liberal 
estimate of their nu mber is 250, 
and the chances are 50-50 th at 
the v isitor won’t get a glimp se of 
a single one of them in his sight­ 
seeing ru sh. 
Most ou t-of-towners make a 
night dash throu gh the few 
blocks that constitu te New York’s 
Chinatown. And the women are 
not to be seen on the narrow, 
snake-like streets at night. Un­ 
til recently they were seldom 
seen on the streets by day . 
Modern 
influ ences 
h a v e 
brou ght the activ ities of China­ 
town’s women into the day light 
—bu t only to a limited ex tent. 
As a grou p they hav e taken some 
p art in the work to reliev e v ic­ 
tims of clashes with Jap anese 
troop s. As indiv idu als they hav e 
come ou t of their seclu sion to do 
the family marketing—hitherto 
left to their hu sbands. Bu t it’s a 
rare sight to find a Chinese 
woman so mu ch as dining in one 
of the restau rants of the area 
after nightfall. 
It is dou btfu l that a thou sand 
Chinese women cou ld be cou nted 
in all of the city . In the censu s 
of 19 30, only 3,414 Chinese of 
both sex es cou ld be accou nted for 
in all New York. The men p re­ 
v ail in abou t an eight to one ra­ 
tio.

Detroit, today held against the 
right of a mu nicip al corp oration 
to collect tax es u nder su ch an 
ordinance. 
The city of Hamtramck, Mich­ 
igan, which is a p art of greater 
Detroit, attem p ted to imp ose a 
gradu ated tax on chain stores, 
beginning with $25.00 for the 
first store, $50.00 for the second 
store, $75.00 for the third store, 
and $1000.00 for each of fou r or 
more stores. 
In a su it brou ght by the Kro­ 
ger Grocery and Baking Com­ 
p any as p laintiff, to enjoin the 
enforcement of the ordinance, 
the cou rt ru led against the city 
of Hamtramck on the grou nd 
that the tax was u nconstitu ­ 
tional and bey ond the p ower of 
a city or v illage. 
The case, the first th at has 
been brou ght to test the right of 
a mu nicip ality to lev y a chain 
store tax or to increase the 
amou nt abov e the $25.00 limit 
imp osed by the Indiana law, is 
an im p ortant v ictory for the 
chains in their battle against 
u nfair tax ation, an official of 
the Kroger Comp any stated. 
The case was tried on its m er­ 
its in the Michigan cou rt, before 
Ju dge Theodore J. Richter, cir­ 
cu it cou rt, who heard the ev i­ 
dence du ring a fou r day trial. 
In his written op inion, Ju dge 
Richter said: “There can be lit­ 
tle dou bt of the u nconstitu tion- 
ality of the ordinance itself. 
Whatev er may be the rights of 
the city to regu late food stores, 
they cannot, u nder the gu ise of 
regu lation or tax ation, enact an 
ordinance calling for the p ay ­ 
ments of different amou nts for 
the same p riv ilege — th at of op ­ 
erating one stdre — ju st becau se 
one, two, three or fou r stores 
may be op erated in addition to 
that one. This is an arbitrary , 
u nju st and illegal classification.”
